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COMMUNITY PROFILE 


NORTH END EAST AND WEST PLANNING NEIGHBOURHOODS 


INTRODUCTION 


The purpose of this profile is to provide a general socio- 


economic description of the North End East and West planning neighbourhoods. 


The geographic boundaries for this study are: Wellington Street 
North (on the east); the Canadian National Railway tracks (on the south); 
and the Hamilton Harbour Headline joining Wellington Street North and 
the C.N.R. tracks. James Street North divides the North End East planning 
neighbourhood from the North End West planning neighbourhood in their 
respective directions. (See enclosed zoning maps of planning neighbourhoods). 
Both neighbourhoods combined will be referred to as the “North End" for 
the purposes of this report. Where possible, comparative data for the 


City of Hamilton is provided.

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POPULATION

Between 1961 and 1981, the North End's population decreased by 
a total of 30.5 percent (2,550 persons) while the City of Hamilton's 
population increased by 11.8 percent (32,443 persons). 


It is interesting to compare the North End's youth, working population 
and seniors to that of the City in 1982.

North End residents are proportionately, employed more in what 
might be called 'blue-collar' businesses such as manufacturing and 
construction than the rest of the City population. There is a greater 


proportion of ‘white-collar’ workers in the City than in the North End.
